Berlin and 


that he would leave with his ex- 
perts for the 
German 
capital to- 


night. 
He emphasized that his de- 


parture was in no wise a rupture of 
negotiations. 


Secretary Dutasta, in accordance 


with instructions from the supreme 
council, accompanied -the allied note 
with 
a verbal 
communication 
in 


which it is understood he assured 
Von Lersner that the allies recog- 
nized the economic difficulties which 
might exist in Germany and wished 
to take them into account. 


If proof were given that errors 


had been made in the estimate of 
floating material now in the posses- 
sion of Germany, upon which tho 
allies based their demands for repa- 
ration for the sinking of the German 
ships at Scapa. Flow, these demands, 
Dutasta is understood, to have told 
the German plenipotentiary, would 
be 
reduced 
proportionately.

food prices beginning between Jan- 
uary 1 and March 1 was expressed 
last night by Attorney-General A. 
Mitchell Palmer in a statement sum- 
ming up the effects of the Govern- 
ment to date in forcing down the 
cost of living. 


"The cost o£ living, already under- 


control," said the Attorney-General, 
"can bo reduced if every one who 
will produce to his utmost, if those 
who buy and consume will save and 
eliminate extravagance; 
and if all 


honest persons will join 
with the 


Department of Justice in stamping 
out profiteering and hoarding." 


Explaining that a downward trend 


in retail food prices ordinarily was 
shown during the first two months 
of a year, Mr. Palmer said it was the 
hope of the Government "that this 
repd wjll be accelerated this yer.,r 
by the campaign initiated 
by the 


Governm*nl which Ju«t now IB com- 
ing well under way." 


Although statistics 
compiled an- 


nually by the Government show that 
in previous years retail food prices 
increased during 
the fall 
months. 


Mr. Palmer said that since August 
this year such prices had been main- 
tained practically stationary. 


Only since October 22, when nec- 


essary 
amendments to the 
Le^er 


food control act were 
passed, the 


Attorney-General's statement 
said, 


has it been possible to deal effec- 
tively with all cases of profiteering 
and hoarding. 
From October. 22 to 


date, 179 prosecutions have been in- 
stituted and prosecutions 
and seiz- 


ures have covered 18 states, it was 
added. 


Due to co-operation

Government and various retail mer- 
chants' associations, the 
statement 


said, prevailing profits of clothing 
should be reduced from 5 to 50 per 
cent.

BERLIN, Dec. 23.—Thirty-nine of 


the 78 German professors who sign- 
ed on October 11, 1914, the famous 
manifesto attempting to justify Ger- 
many's coarse in the war, now real- 
ize that they made a tragic "mis- 
take." Sixteen however, adhere to 
their belief that the manifesto was 
drawn up in accordance with facts.

Admit They Were Wrong

j admitted to him that today by no 
means all of the assertions therein 
made co-uld bo maintained. Many of 
them, he says, insist that they did 
not correctly read or understand tl;c 
paper when they affixed their sig- 
natures to it or allowed them to b3 
attached.

that they signed the 


statement and eight of them I'ave 
withdrawn their signatures since Dr. 
Wehberg began 
his investigation.

from London shortly after the out- 
break of the war. He had been ex- 
empted from the British Army for 
physical disability and came to Boston 
to execute a number of commissions. 


Enters The American Army 


Meantime war raged and the United 


States became one of the Allies. Wish- 
ing to do something for the war In the 
capacity which he was most fitted to 
serve, Mr. Baker enlisted In the Army. 
He was assigned to the Medical Corps, 
where it was judged that his attain- 
ments in sculpture would equip him 
for valuable work in plastic facial 
surgery. 
He was made a first ser- 


geant—a commission being barred on 
account of the . regulation which for- 
bids all except American born to hold 
rank—and assigned to duty in the 
Army Medical Museum. 
Here he 


worked for several months on plaster 
casts for the medical collections of 
the Museum. He was asked by offi- 
cers who were aware of his ability as 
a sculptor to make a bust of General 
Gorgas. the retiring Surgeon General 
of tfce Army. A few months after the

The Secretary of War was tho first 


cabinet officer to sit. for Mr. Baker. 
In order not to lose time from the 
pressing duties which 
then 
rested 


heavily on his shoulder.* the Secre- 
tary would bring his -«tenographer 
v.-it.h him and dictate letters as the 
sculptor worked. 
In thi.°; v/ay Mr. 


Baker was given a very intlmatn view 
of the Secretary in action. 
His ad- 


miration grew to enthusiasm. 
But 


despite his great admiration, he found 
Secretary Baker one of the most dim- 
cult subjects to mode!. 


Secretary 
Daniels, on the other 


hand, was a very easy subject. 
He 


came "to the improvised studio for a 
number of sittings and the finished 
trust la considered a very fine likeness. 
The type of Mr. Daniels' face lends 
tself readily to sculptured portraiture. 
The most soldierly subject of the gath- 
ering. General March, came to the 
Museum for a number of sittings. 


All of this work has been executed 


by Mr. Baker in Washington at a time 
when an American sculptor. Jo David- 
son, has been in Paris making busts 
of war celebrities over there, among 
them 
General Foch 
and 
General 


Persnin?*. 


President Wilson's Portrait Bust 
Mr. Baker's portrait-"of the JE'resK 


dent has been favorably acknowledged 
and appreciated by Mr. Wilson, him-, 
self. John Sargent also commended It. 
It was completed at about the sane 
time as the portrait by the great 
painter for the Dublin Academy, ao 
any criticism of it by him was valu- 
able, given as it wfis, when the Pres- 
ident's fontnrr-? and ^pppnrnnrc were1 


fresh in his memory. 


Mr. Baker is a member of the Royal 


Society of British sculptors. 
Me re- 


hls art training at tho Royal 


Academy of Arts, where ho swept 
prizes at annual exhibitions season aft- 
er season. 
He first came Into prom- 


inence in ISngllsh art circles when he 
executed the bust of the late King Ed- 
ward VII. which now stands In .Marl- 
borough House, London. Queen Alex- 
andra considers it the finest likeness 


i of her husband that has ever been 
executed by any sculptor. This is al! 
the more remarkable when one knows 
that 
Mr. Baker 
executed It 
from 


photographs. 


It was his ambition as a British 


youth to make a bust of the King. 
But a young student could not expect 
a sitting from His Majesty, so he was 
forced to satisfy himself with photo- 
graphs. 
Those he collected by the 


score. In every known pose, riding, 
gofiing. walking—anything in fact, but 
a posed studio picture which had been 
retouched- By working from the snap- 
shots. Mr. Baker executed a bust 
which after the King's death attracted 
the notice of Queen Alexandra. She 
summoned him. to Buckingham Palace 
and was much entertained with the 
story which was revelead as she 
learned how the young sculptor caught 
the King's characteristic expression. 


It makes an Interesting tale. One 


day, after the bust was nearlng com- 
pletion, Mr. "Baker was traveling from 
his country home to London. The day 
was Derby Day and the King's train 
was bearing hl» Majesty from the 
races, for a minute or so the two 
trains ran abreast on parallel tracks 
and as Fate or Chance willed it, Mr. 
Tinker'* window cavf him a view Into 


the King's carriage. The young sculp- 
tor studied his rciya! subject from the 
bust point of view, and it was not until 
Ssomo timo after the train had passed 


i on that he remembered that he had 
(failed to salute his king and emperor. 
At last, however, hs had a "sitting!" 


Replicas of this bust of King Ed- 


ward have been placed in the Middle- 
sex Guildhall at Westminster and at 
Woolwich and Wimbledon. They were 
unveiled respectively by H. R. H. the 
Duke of Connaught. the Lord Mayor 
of London and Queen Amelle of Por- 


i tugal. 


A heroic bronze memorial life sized, 


showing the Kin~ in is Garter robes, 
was unveiled by King George, this be- 
ing th« only ceremony of the sorb at 
which he has officiated. 


Queen Alexandra was so impressed 


by the King Edward bust that she 
commissioned Mr. Baker to model a 
bust of her grandson Prince Olva, son 
of the King and Queen of Norway. 
The little prince made a delightful 
subject, his blonde coloring and al- 
most classic features lending them- 
selves kindly to the medium'of marble. 
Tho days at 
Buckingham 
Palace, 


where Mr. Baker was given sittings, 
which resulted in his being included 
In afternoon tea with the Queen Do- 
wager. Queen Maud, the Princess Vic- 
toria, the Grand Duke Nicholas of 
Russia, and other members of Royalty 
furnish Interetsing rem-!nls;e,nces rlo- 
day. when so much that pertains to 
the royal households of Europe has 
been changed or swept away. 


In England, Mr. Baker won recogni- 


tion by expensive portraiture of not- 
able people, including the Eari. of 
Spencer. William T. Stead. Sir Tatton 
Sykes. and others. 


Mr. Baker has examples of hli art 


in all parts of the United States. A 
bust of James Whltcomb Riley was 
made for the city of Indianapolis. Por- 
trait busts of notable Americans exe- 
cuted as private commissions as well 
as fountain designs have been placed 
in cities from Boston to San Francisco. 


Mr. Baker comes from a family of 


sculptors. 
His father, John Baker, 


waj? one of the- most prominent eccles- 
iastical sculptors in Kngland before 
his death and many of the restora- 
tions of beautiful old abbeys In Eng- 
land have been made possible by his 
great knowledge of Gothic architec- 
ture. Mr. Robert Baker, his brother, 
has executed some very noble concep- 
| The busts which Mr. Baker has 
made during the past half year in 
Washington are interesting from many 
standpoints. The .aim of the sculptor. 
In each one of them, has been to pres- 
ent a likeness without flattery or ideal- 
ism. 
One beholds therefore, a repre- 


sentation of the subject as near like 
his own living appearance as it Is 
possible to catch and retain in marble 
or bronze. 
And because this fact 


exists, there attaches to the portraits 
a historical as well as artistic value. 
There is no doubt that the makers of 
history are more Interesting than the 
mere records of their acts. It Is the 
human personality behind all great 
events of history which keeps Interest 
alive in the past. 
Much that has 


transpired within' thB present period 
of history will gain and lose signifi- 
cance as time weathers the brilliance 
and sets the true values. Not a tittle 
interest will turn to the character 
study of the personalities of the men 
who have been responsible for the suc- 
cesses and failures. As aids to esti- 
mating these personalities, the por- 
traiture by Mr. Baker, who has done 
the work of two men and in a short 
space of time has set a record tot 
achievement, can but hold groat value 
for historians, as well as artists.
